The evidence of William Seliger and his

Lingg, though he 
had been a resident of America only nine 
months, was the most ‘violent advocate of 
Soelalistie reform by massacre in this 
country. Tle devoted all his spare time to 
the manufacture of the bombs, specimens of 


+ which were displayed in court to the con- 


sternation of nervous auditors. 

Almost every claim of the prosecution was 
sustained, The use of the Most pamphlets 
giving directions for the manufacture of 
bombs; the instructions to the armed groups; 
the advantage taken of the labor troubles as 
a pretext for the work of murder; the ex- 
aggeration of the extent of the injuries in- 
flicted on the strikers at the McCormick meet- 
ing for the purpose of inflaming the working 
people to violence—were proved. 

The cross-examination confirmed the story 
of the witness. The jury was not left in any 
doubt as to the motive of his confession.

His 
story was consistent with his own charéoter, 
his antecedents, and the theory of the prose- 
cution, Mrs. Seliger supported her husband 
in several material points, and the efforts of 
the defense to confuse her and to lessen the 
general effect of her evidence were fruitless.

OUR CORN CROP. 

It was reported several Cays ago that the 
corn crop of the United States was believed 
to be in a critical condition. Since then be 
trade has got hopelesly mixed in regard to 
it. A little rain has fallen at many points in 
‘the corn belt during this week, and the great 
question is, How much good has it done? 
On the one side it is held that the rain was 
not liberal enough to be of much service, and 
in a part of the area came too late to make a 
good crop. The ground in a large portion of 
the great corn belt was as dry as pow 
and it is alleged that a little rain simply wets 
the leaves for a few minutes before bemg

world, to say nothing of its effects upon the 
earning capacities of our railroad system and 
lake marine, a large part of whose annual 
revenue is derived from the carrying of corn 
to market. 


THE" REAL ANIMUS OF THE ANARCHISTS. 

The testimony of Seliger, the Anarchist 
informer, as to his connection with Lingg in 
the manufacture of bombs for use the even- 
ing of May 4, emphasizes the point which 
was made by Tun TUN a day or two 
ago to the effect that these conspirators, 
most of whom have not been here long 
enough to become citizens, were engaged in 
plotting against the peace of the community 
with the design of provoking a riot and 
brinamg about a condition of social chaos 
which they intended to utilize for wholesale 
robbery. They are not reyolutionists, but 
merely vulgar thieves. 

By his own testimony Seliger hes been in 
this country but three years and a half, 
Lingg, the principal. in the bomb-making 
business, has been here about one year. 
Neither of them has been here long enough 
to become a citizen. Many ot the cowardly 


gang have not been here Jong enough to learn 


the English language. Driven from their 


own countries as public enemies, they have 


come to the United States, and without wait- 
ing to acquaint themselves with the nature 
of our laws and institutions, or to under- 
stand the spirit of our society, without any 
grievance of thelrown or cause for antago- 
nizing the Government or the community, of 
which they know liltle or nothing, they or- 
ganize themselves into secret bands for the 
putpose of pillage, incendiarism, and mur- 
der. They are cutthroat assasins of the 
most despicable kind. 

Such men are in no sense labor reformers 
or social revolutionists. They are simply 
robbers, incendiaries, and murderers. Their 
purpose was not to bring about a social revo- 
lution or to ameliorate the condition of labor, 
** Reform never entered into their calcula- 
tions. The testimony thus far taken shows 
incontestably that they have been engaged for 
more than a year in arming themselves and 
inducing the turbulent elements of the city 
to join their ranks for the express purpose 


_of provoking a general riot, using the work- 


ingmen’s demonstration as their opportunity. 
After plunging the city into general con- 
fusion and consternation they proposed to 
burn and pillage and turn the city over 
to mob rule. Their program contemplated 
riot, fire, plunder, and rapine. That is the 
kind of social revolution they were plotting. 
It would be as absurd to suppose that a gang 
of thieve$ conspiring to break open a store or 
of safe-blowers to roba bank are engaged in 
the work of social revolution as to credit 
these cowardly Anarchist robbers with having 
that purpose in view. The only distribution 
of wealth they contemplated was the transfer 
of the wealth of citizens or the money in the 
banks into their private pockets. The 
distribution was to be no more general than 
that. All their utterances and their acts 
show it was their object to maugurate a 
scheme of plunder and to induce discontented 
and unprineipled men to join in the general 
effort to bring about a suspension of law, 
brder, and decency. If the pending trial has 
done nothing else it has shown up these 
thieves and assasins in their true light. No 
one in the future will be misled by their 
pretenses ot social revolution“ and disin- 
terested labor reform. ‘They are organized 
pirates, and should be treated as such. 


THE NEW EXTRADITION TREATY. 
There is little to be said but what is com- 


‘mendatory of the new extradition treaty with 


England, a full text of which was printed in 
Tuesday's Trinune. The only criticism 
that can validly be made is that Art. I. 
should have further extended the list of ex- 
traditable crimes so as to include counterfeit- 
ing, Kidnaping, rape, and mutiny; or the 
first two at least. The first three were pro- 
vided for in an extradition treaty with Mex- 
ico in 1862, and the same reasoning holds ag 
to Canada in a treaty with Great B~itain— 


contiguity of jurisdictional limits. The En- | 


glish Extradition acts of 1870 and later pro- 
vide for these offenses and also for suborna- 
tion of perjury or bribery to defeat justice, 
which might also have been included, as they 
are punishable alike by the laws of both 
countries in about the same degtee. There 
is, as Minister Phelps suggests in his letter 
of explanation accompanying the treaty, a 
list of minor erimes about which a variety of 
conflictihg claims might arise and which are 
somewhat beneath consideration by the high 
contracting parties to a treaty, although they 
are provided for by, laws. relating 
to extradition. But the understanding 
in the negotiations incident to the 
treaty now before the Senate having been 
that it should not prejudice amplification by 


a future convention, there is no valid reason 


why it should not be promptly ratified and 
promulgated. It is concise and explicit, be- 
ing exceptionally free from confusing para- 
phrases and diplomatic technicalities, and 
the benefits and advantages secured are 
mutual. 
Tho fourth provision of Art. I. includes 
dynamite outrages, but, it will be observed, 
clearly exciudes plotters in this country who 
conspire to commit crime on British soil, and 
vice versa. Such offenders are left to, de 
dealt with by the laws of the respective 
countries, their crimes being in no sense ex- 
traditable until they become fugitive crim- 
The provision of Art. II. concerning per 
sons ‘‘convicted of the crimes”. for which 
extradition may be demanded should not 
‘mislead any one to an interpretation restrict- 
ive of the extradition of persons charged 
with crime, The term ‘fugitive criminal” 
used in the treaty is defined as a person a- 


cused or convicted of an extradition crime,” |

THE ERUPTION N NEW ZEALAND. 

The report of the great volcanic eonvul- 
sion of June 10 last in New Zealand, as 
given in Tur Tamer of yesterday, is very 
interesting. It is especially so as throwing 
light on the questions which Ignatius 
nelly endeayored to solve in the of 
Ragnarok.“ The eruption cast manyymill- 
ions of tons Of earthy matter over the sur- 
rounding country, covering it as smogth as 
a table” and rounding off every irregularity 
to a perfectly even surface. 

In this outbreak we have the origin of a 
deposit over many squere miles of area 
which a few thousands of years hence may 
be classed as belonging to the drift.“ The 
peculiar character of the deposit arises from 
the fact that the side of the mountain was 
blown out by the eruption, whereas the ordi- 
nary voleano, as known to us, is one in which 
lava from the interior is belched forth through 
an already formed crater. But it only needs 
that the volcano shall have been inactive 
long enough to permit the crater to be blocked 
or filled up, and a forcing out of earth from 
either the top or the side must obcur in case 
of another outburst, This renewed exhibi- 
tion of long quiescent force must have oc- 
curred much more frequently in former ages 
than in our day. Millions of years ago the 
surface of our globe was thickly dotted with 


volcanoes, the majority of which have been 


closed up forever by the gradual thickening 
of the crust, and a comparatively small per- 
centage of them could have given out all the 
material sufficient for the drift deposits which 
we recognize as such ip the present age. 
These considerations render it unnecessary 
to suppose that the drift material came from 
either the head or tail of a comet which had 
no better sense than to collide with old Tel- 
lus and pay the penalty of its rashness by 
losing its individuality. The earth has un- 
doubtedly been enriched to a large extent by 
deposits of cosmic matter. It comes to us 
now at the rate of several scores of tons 
each year, and must have fallen much more 
copiously when this planet was in compara- 
tive intancy. Also there is good reason to 
believe that we have several times. passed 
through the tail of a conet, and it is far 
from being impossible that we have collided 
with the cloud of stones Which an En- 
glish scientist tells us is probably to be Jound 
in the head of a comet, But the quantity of 
matter obtainable from such a meeting would 
make a very small drift unless the celestial 
wanderer were @ much more bulky thing 
than any that has been seen in the skies for 
many a century past. In the light of the 
New Zealand eruption it is more philosoph- 
ical to regard the drift formations of our 
planet as of telluric and not cometary origin. 


THE BELL NE SWINDLE. 
The latest moyement of the Bell Tele- 


phone managers is said by the Washington 
Post to be an effort, quietly made, to secure 
a change of venue in the Government suit 
from Ohio th Connecticut or Massachusetts. 

There is plainly a two-fold purpose in this 
device, which is to get into court in New 
England. where several of the points now 
involved have already been decided in their 
favor, or to obtain a delay. Failing in the 
one they expect to succeed in the other. If 
they are unable to secure snap judgment the 
next best thing for them is delay. They are 
afraid of a fair trial, because they would 
have to work against odds, and they know 
that an unbiased decision would declare 
against their. right to the patent and discover 
their fraud. The longer they can postpone 
the trial the longer they can carry on their 
swindling and extortionate operations. 

Tun Trrsune has already shown the ex- 
tent of their unlawfal exactions from the 
people of Chieago through the $14 annual 
rental for each $3.42 instrument which is 
paid by the local company, and the outra- 
geous rates paid by patrons. It has also 
shown that the Bell Company holds seven- 
tenths of the shares of the local company, and 
derives an annual profit of 80 per cent there- 
from. Within the last two years the telephone 
business of Washington passed from the Na- 
tional Capital Company to the Chesapeake & 
Potomac Company, ot whose stock the Bell 
Company held a year ago $1,550,000 in round 
figures, and the new company transferred to 
the Beil Company about $693,000 of its capital 
stock. Of allof this the Bell Company waived 
dividends on about 2,800 shares until the ist 
of last April, And now the Washington 
company has raised its zates from $60 to 
$100 a year, and there isa row in the execu- 
tive departments in consequence, as many 
necessary instruments will have to be given 
up. This is the Chicago swindle over again. 
The advance in rates was undoubtedly de- 
manded by the Bell Company to secure the 
dividends due on the local company’s con- 
tracts. 

Here is a corporation working upon a 
fraudulent patent with watened stock and 
practicing an extortion upon its patrons the 
like of which has not existed.

as soon as the court at Columbus is ready to 
go to work at the case. 


THE ANTI-SALOON MOVEMENT. 
The anti-saloon movement which Mr. Grif- 


fin and others have sought to initiate inside 
the Republican party, and to promote which 
they have called a National conference here 
next September, is fraught with mischief. 


It persisted iu Tt ‘will invite Inevitable dis- 


aster to the party. With this outlook clearly 


else, and even then there is uo reason why 
it should expect to accomplish anything so 
far as prohibition is concerned. Even if the 
party should sueceed in enticing the Prohibi- 
tionists back, wherein would its prospects be 
improved?

The instant that was 
done the entire Republican saloon-keeping 
element—compased mainly of respectabie 
German beer-sellers—and its Republican 
constituency would go over to the Demo- 
eratic-whisky party, and the alienation of 
these thousands of American and German 
votes could not be made good by the accession 
of Prohibitionists. 

The managers of this mischievous scheme 
may as well understand that if they want to 
catch Prohibitionists they will have to bait 
their hooks with prohibition, and that on 
any such basis as that the game will not be 
worth the candle, Should the party be so 
infatuated as to give them their price it will 
find in the end that those who bave gone out 
vastly outnumber those who have come in, 
and that it has helped itself down and out of 
all prospects of success in the most expedi- 
tious manner possible, It seems to bes 
hopeless task to beat it into the heads of 
these radicals, first, that prohibition cannot be 
enforced by legislation in any community 
where the majority sentiment is opposed 
to it, and, second, that the world will have to 
enter upon its millennial period before pro- 
hibition can prohibit. 


AQUILA WILL NOT GO. 

For the third time the local sivil-service re- 
formers of Indianapolis are after Aquila Jones, 
They say that he has demoralized -the post- 
office, that the money-order business has 
dropped off 40 per cent because his clerks are 
too ignorant to conduct it, and that several of 
the carriers cannot read the addresses on en- 
velopes or hardly write their own names.

LORD SALISBURY THE MAN WHO Is TO 
FORM THE GOVERNMENT. 
The Queen at Liberty to Summon Either 
pon Her Own Ideas—Younger Mood 
te Be Introdaced in the Heads of De- 
pertments—Erin’s Treubles Bound to 
Reach a Satisfactory Conclusion. —

the resignation yesterday of Mr. Gladstone and 
bis colleagues. Her Majesty may either sum- 
mon Mr. Gladstone to advise her in this crisis 
as to the best method of proceeding or she may 
met op ber own initiative and at once 
call Lerd Hartington of bord Salle 
bury. Mr. Gladstone's resignation would, 
Of course, be accepted anyway, and Lord 
Hartington would certainly decline to take the 
Premiership. Both Mn Gladstone and Lord 
HMartinrton would advise the Queen to call 


| Lord Salisbury to form a Cabinet. so that, in 


any. case, this will be done. Lord Salisbury 
arrives, today in London, havimg started to 
come bome as soon as Mr. Gladstone bad taken 

ve action. His Lordship will bave, how- 


ever, no easy time, even under the most favor- . 


able circumstances possible, in getting together 
a respectable Ministry. It is positively stated 
that Earl Carnarvon will not enter a Tory Cab- 
inet. His attitude on the Irish question and 
the Parnell incident is sufficient reason for an 
absence of altogether harmonious relations 
with the conservative leaders, and his sympa- 
thies, if not his judgment, are ratner with the 
Home-Rulers. Indeed, the Giadstovians regard 
Lord Uarparvon’s partial estrangement from 
the Unionist party with a good deal of satis- 
faction, and are bupeful of being able to con- 
vert bim to their side of the Irish question.

Lord Salisbury will have little 
difficulty in forming a respectable administra- 
tion, into which the re will doubtiess be infused 
much young biood. Lord John Manvers and 
Mr. William Henry Smith will de sheived ia 
favor of younger and more active men. At 
the Caritor Club it is taken for granted that 
they will be eierat to the Peerage. Lord 
Randolph Ch uren ll presumably return to 
the Indian Office, and Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach is certain to resume the Chancellorship 
of the -Exchequer. Mr. Edward Stanhope, 
formerly President of the Board of Trade, is 
prominently mentioned for Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, but many doubt that be is possessed 
of the requisit grit to cope witb the difficulnes 
with whic the position must necessarily be 
surrounded for some time to come. Bari Car- 
narvon, it is well understood, does not desire 
office, and probably could not be induced to 
accept a position. The same is true of the 
Karl of Harrowby, whose health would pre- 
vent him from accepting if he bad no other 
reason for declining office. 

Gladstone, a8 soon as his messenger re 
turned from Osborne with the Queen's accept- 
gince of the resignations of the Ministry. noti- 
fied hie colleagues. Gladstone will not pro- 
ceed to Osborne to personally surrender to the 
Queen the seate of the officers untii her 
Majesty shall Have appointed his successor. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach and othe: members 
of the late Tory Cabinet will oppose the ad- 
mission of the Duke of Argyle and Mr. 
Goscben into the new Cabinet and urge that 
the Duke of Abercorn be appointed Viceroy 
of Treland. 

Gladstone has indirectly advised Parnell 
against pursuing a policy of obstruction in the 
coming Parliament, since in 1880 the tact os 
pursued by the Irish members did much to 
throw discredit upon the Ir.sh cause. Glad- 
stone hopes the Pare lites will not re vert to 
the metbods practiced during that session. 
Parnell bas replied that he is des rous of fol- 
lowing Giadstone’s lead, reserving entirely 
liberty of action in the event of the Tories try- 
ing coercion. 

The Times urges that ft is an indispensable 
necessity that the strongest and most capabie 
statesmen in the Irish party be chosen to ad- 
minister Irish affairs. “ Auother important 
change, the Times says, ** which is absolutely 
necessary is the transfer of Mr. Hamilton, 
Under Secretary at Dublin Castle, who is the 
driving-wheel of the administration, to some 
other Office. He is a wan of remarkable abil- 
ity, but ft fs ide to disguise the fact that he 
bas gravely compromised bis position as a 
permanent official by bis close connection 
with Mr. Gladstone's Irieb policy, of which 
be, indeed, is believed o be in some sense the 
author.“

Fisher was saved and the Captain was drowned 
in the manner previously described, only it 
was Fisber who first caught sight of the Cap- 
tain’s body and pulled .t into the boat.

Loxpox. July 8.—{Specis) Correspondence, } 
—It is just two weeks and a day since we 
stepped aboard the City of Rome at New York, 
and so many, so rapid, and so great have been 
te changes that we thardiy know 
who we are. what we are, or where 
we are. And yet consciousness 4% 
sures us that we are ourselves, and we know 
that we are in the iargest city in the world: 
but itis dimcuit to realize that 4,000 miles, and 
3,000 of these covered by the deep sea, tie be- 
tween us and the city and the friends we love. 
But so it is. 

We landed at Liverpool Thursday 11 a. m., 
July 1, and after some two bours spent in pass- 
ing the revenue office, or custom-house, and 
two hours more in securing our state- rooms 
on the same steatner, for our return Sept, 1— 
for we are careful to have the way open for 
retreat—and getting lunch, we took the traia 
for Chester, some twenty miles or more out, 
and found excellent quarters at the Queen 
Hotel, and after dinner drove over the quaint 
oid city and walked upon the ancient Roman 
wall, built some time during the Roman occu- 
paney of England in the early Christian cent- 
uries, but still in a good state of preserva- 
tion. 

Friday morning we started by carriage to 
Hawarden, the home of Gladstone. The drive 
of seven miles was most pleasant, and we bad 
a good view of the beautiful farms and gardens 
by the way. But our obief interest lay be- 
yona, and we were soon upon the grounds of 
the great Euglish etatésman—or rather à park. 
I should say, with lawns, and trees, and shrub- 


bery, and more or less wild game by the way; | 


but 1 had no gun. Next we were in sight of 
the large stone castle, or mansion, and driving 
up to the outside gate, I was sent forward as « 
kind of lone picket” or skirmisher to recon- 
noiter and prepare the way tor further advance.

My first 
thought was that we were too early—it was 
after 10 a. m.—but he seemed not to be eating, 
but simply remaining at the tabie; and remem- 
bering that people do not wait for me at home 
to finish meals, I rang the bell. Soon a servant 
appeared, and I handed him my plain card— 
H. W. Thomas, Chicago, U. 8. A.-—which be 
placed on a silver plate and entered the break- 
fast room, closing the door behind dim. Ina 
few minutes he returned, carefully shutting 
the door again, and said: Mr. Giadstone is 
very sorry, but he cannot see any one.“ 
Finding my way out througt the littie door 
I reported the condiuon of affairs within, and 
all seemed disappointed; but I had obtained 
consent to drive further through the park, and 
going on we were admitted to the chapel 
where the Prime Minister of Engiand worships 


and, when at home, reads the Sabbath mornmg } 


service. 

After viewing the old cathedral at Chester 
we went in the afternoon to Manchester, the 
wreatest manufacturing city in England if not 
in the world. The city itself numbers only some 
400,000, Dut within ten miles there are not less 
than 8,000,000 souls. Here we bad the polite 
and valuable attentions of the Rev. John Me- 
Dowell, pastor of the Unitarian church, who 
was with us on the ocean, returning from his 
first visit to America. It will give some idea 
of the slow habits of Englishmento say that 
this scholarly divine had spent three months in 
our country and got as far as Detroit, but felt 
it would be burrying things to go on to Chi- 
cago. We drove over the city, and near our 
hotel at 10 p. m, saw for the first time a great 
public gathering of the English people, It was 
election-day, and not less than 100,000 young 
and oid, rich and poor, were crowded into A 
bert Square to get the returns, and as the bul- 
letin-board announced the victory of one party 
or the other—and they were about evenly di- 
vided—the excitement exceeded anything we 
had ever seen in our own country. Seated in 
a high open carriage our view was excélient, 
and as the crowds swayed about us some ap- 
parentiy rough youths, seeing our white bats 
and fine ** turnout,” raised the ory of ** —— 
Royalists.” I told them we were Americans 
and then they cheered; but all was orderly as 
could be expected from such a gathering. 

Leaving Manchester Saturday morning over 
the great Midland Rallway we reached London 
at 2:85 p. m. We bought our tickets over this 
line in New York, and the agent ot the road 
met us at Liverpool and gave us all needed as- 
sistance, and st Manchester we found our 
apartment in the car reserved forus. The 
“second-rate’’ car has been abolished on this 
line, leaymg only tne frst anid the ** third,”’ 
and by advice we took the latter. Our apart- 
ment was m the centre, and back of us in the 
same car was the “first.” the only 
difference being in the name and 
the color of the upholetermg, and the 
absence of arms on our seats, which is really 
preferable for a company, with a saving of $3 
for each one. The guard, who is a kind of 
„ conductor,’’ for a shilling ordered our lunches 
on the car, and for another shilling ordered a 
conveyance, and all we had to do was to step 
into the carriage and ourselves and baggage 
were driven to our private hotel on Trafalgar 
Square—the ceutre of this great city. 

Well, we have been bere five days, and a 
good part of the time has been spent on top 
of one and another of the many lines of the 
20,000 city "buses. In this way the best gen- 
eral view can be had, and in this short time we 
have a fair idea of the outside look of London. 
Imagine a vity seven times as large as Chicago, 
with streets not less wide and more open angles 
and centres from the irregular and winding 
courses of the highways, the houses all solid 
brick or stone seldom over four Stories 
in bight, and you bhave a view of 
London as it appears to a stranger. 
There are no “alleys,” as we call them; the 
sidewalks are mostly stone, but many of the 
great thoroughfares are coming back to wooden 
pavements, and in some places one finds the 
smooth concrete. Aside from the market- 
places on the East Side the crowds of people 
are not greater than one sees on State or 
Clark street in Chicago. 

Sunday, the Pourth of July, we worshiped at 
Westminster Abbey. The attendance was 
large, but we were shown good seats near the 
choir and the pulpit. The service began at 10 
a. m., and the liturgical part lasted till 11:20. 
Then came the sermon by the Hon. and Rev. 
A. T. Lyttelton, M. A., Master of Selwyn Col- 
lege, Cambridge. It was just twenty-two min- 
utes long, and, so far as any plan or method 
was concerned, might have begun or ended at 
almost any point. The only practical remark 
was in reference to the harsh judgments anc 
expressions coucernimg public men in a time of 
political excitement. The musical part was 
very fine, tne great organ and the choir of 
—.— fifty men and boys producing a deligùtf ul 

ect.

The buttons are almost infinit in kind. The 
lady who-has collected the 6. 000 says that she 


never goes out shopping without seeing but- 


tons she bad never seen before. A new but- 
ton stares at her from every shop window and 
meets ber in every bazaar, When she began to 
collect them there were peopie who thought 
that there were not more than 999 different 


kinds of buttons in the world, and it was on a 
this kind that she began ber labors. 

A many years ago, rigut after the War, 

a great many people who are sow ap- 

ing middie age were beys and giris, 

ther were two bobbies in the country. One 

to lack people citizene and the other to 

collect buttons. At this time Mrs. Harris be- 

gan the work of collecting buttons in Portiand, 

Me.

to mind and body, and if, asis too often the 
case, they content themselves with a bua in 
the time allotted for dinner, they do not ob- 
tain sufficient support to enable them to bear 
the trial of the afternoon.

THE KUENSTLERFEST. 


A Magnificent and Successful Artists’ Pro- 


cession at Berlin. 

Berti, June 25.—(London Tunes. — The 
great festival of the Berlin Artists’ Association 
has taken place tonight. The Emperor was 
unable to attend, but the Crown Prince and 
Princess, with their daughters, appeared un- 


expectedly, and the festival passed off with | 


success. The Kiinstlerfest bas: been arranged 
in connection with the art exbibition now 
being held in Berlin, and the scene of the 
gorgeous Grecian carnival represented was 
the spacious park which surrounds the exhi- 
bition buildings. The spectators tonight num- 
bered several thousands, and included all the 
leading figures m the Berlin art and literary 
world, as well as in society. 

The pageant represents the return of victo- 
rious King Attalus to Pergamuasa, in the midst 
of a vast train of warriors and captives and a 
jubilant populace, the welcome of the hero by 
the priests of tho Oly mpic temple who led him up 
to the altar, the sacrifice to Minerva, and finaliy 
Otympie games and popular festivities. The 
codperation of a thousand persons was secu red 
for the seemitigiy endless procession which to- 
night defiled through the Exhibiuvon Park. 
The spectacle was imposing in the extreme, 
and so far as this country is concerned it may 
be regarded as unique. 

The vai was opened at about half-past 
6 oel A sudden fanfare announced the 
approach of the procession, and stirring 
marches from ‘Beethoven and Gluck were 
played as it advanced. Firstcume the wsray- 
bearded Couneil of Riders, attired in robes of 
Scarlet and white. A troop of musicians and 
a motiey crowd of common te followed, 
with soldiers cerrying vari on their spear- 
heads, captive Syrians, Parthians, and Jews, 
and an escort of Nubian arebers. Then came 
the trophies of Victory, borne in cars drawn 
by gayly-ca horses. A -train of 
battering-rams,. slings, and other imple- 
ments of war and then the oxen 
and lambs which were to be eacrificed to Mi- 
nerva. Captive warriors and women, with 
care of maidens bound hand to hand, came 
next, and a number of camels and asses laden 
with spo.l. Priestesses clothed in crimson 
robes, captive kings mounted on o 
and the royal bods guard preceded the quadriga 
in which King Attalus rode. This was the 
chef a’'ceuvre of the spectacle, and bearty 
cheers arose as the four white steeds drew the 
triumphal chariot along. An array of Gen- 
erals and dignitaries, mounted guards, and 
athletes closed the

Washington's army in the American Revolu- 
tion; another was a brass button worn by a 
soldier of the War of 1812. 

Then there were three Confederate brass 
buttons that bad been worn by three soldiers 
in different arms of the Confederate service. 
A fourth Contederate military button had 
been worn dy a soldier of a South Carolwa 
regiment, and had on it in bas-relief a palmet- 
to tree and the coat of, arms of South Carolina. 
A fifth Confederate military button bad been 
word by a soldier of a Virginia regiment, and 
had on it the coat ot arms of Virginia, with the 
words “Sic Semper Tyraunis.“ 

There was a brass button of the Austrian 
army, with the Austrian eagle; a brass button 
of the English army, with a crown at whe top 
and three cannon, one. beneath the other, be- 
low it; and a military brass -button of the Re- 
public of Hayti which, perhaps, some great 
Haytian Major-General bad worn. 

Then came a great many national buttons, 
among which was an Irish button with the 
shamrock, and a Scoteh button with the thistie, 
and an antique Massachusetts button with a 
pine tree, and another antique Massachusetts 
button made of copper, s ver coated, with the 
word Commouwealib and an Indian with along 
bow; and abrass button from Spain, and a 
button from California, and buttons from 
Japan. 


There was an insignificant little button, with 
a bit of blue giass in its centre, which had 
been picked up on the Maine coast aiter a 
British steamship went down there some time 
during our war, carry ng sixty people with her. 
There was a smart littie button with the 
Prince of Wales’ tripie white feathers, and a 
big plain wooden button that had been worn 
by a Massachusetts pauper in a Massachusetts 
poorbouse. 

Among the curious buttons was one which 
was a perfect beer keg—a beer keg with an 
eye. A second was an acorn, so perfect that it 
might dave grown on a tree and the ocher 
acorn wouldn't have known the difference. A 
third was a miniature pyramid. A fourth was 
an American cent of the year 1855, with an 
eye fittea on ove side of it, and probably worn 
by some village mill.onaire of New England, 
who went a: ound nis native town with bis coat 
covered with vennies, just as some prosperous 
and unboycotted brewer probably wore the 
beer-keg buttons. Another button was a big 
round one with a faded photograph iu it. 

Still another button badar ilway engine in 
bas-relief, and probably celebrated the intro- 
duction of the railway. There was @ curious 
bistorical button with thirteen stars, made 
when there were thirteen States. 

On one button a chicken was floating down a 
river on a wooden shoe under a blue sky. On 
another a covey of partridges were feeding. A 
third represented a bunteman holding hounds 
in leash: Another button presented a Japan- 
ese house and a native of Japan walking 
through the fields under bis umbreila. A very 
interesting button of a bright gold color showed 
tne obelisk, e sphinx, and the pyramids of 
the Nile. There was a button of mother-ol- 
pearl bearing a fine . bead in bronze. a 
mother-of-pearl button with a perfect bronze 
serpent, a mother-of-pear! button that reflected 
all che colors of the rainbow, and a brass but- 
ton bearing a crescent and a star. 

Besides these there were buttons bearing in 
bas-rehef the heads of horses, foxes, grey- 
bounds, bears, wolves, wild boars, stags, deers, 
butterfiles, mosquitoes, flies, and others that 
bore leaves and crosses. A big round rubber 
button bore the simple and handsome design 
of a sickle and a sbeaf. 

Many large round medallion buttons bore 
classical beads in antique helmets. Some bad 
figures that looked like pieces of scuiptare. 
One button showed a castie with towers, and 
drawbsidges, and mountains, and trees, and 
toliage. Another large round Dutton was pure 
white glass, like the glass in shop windows, and 
it was quſte bandsome. 

Mrs. Harris’ favorit button in the 8.000 is 
one of gold stone, which is more beautiful than 
all the rest. It is a pleasure to look at this 
button, so rich and beautiful in eolor is it. 
There are two other gold stone buttons in the 
coliecuon which approach but do not equal it 
in beauty. ' :

Grove, a mile west of Marion, Ind., bas been 
the scene of thrilling spectacles, stirring in- 
cidents, and considerable excitement. The oc- 
easion of this is a series revival meetings, 
conducted by Mra. Mary Mershon of Pen- 
dieton, ind. Mrs. Mershon is a disciple 
and convert of Mrs. Woodworth, the noted 
trance evangelist, whose peculiar methods have 
for the last two years been the theme of wide- 
spread interest and speculation. The lady who 
is conducting the meetings at this place was 
converted two years ago, and was at once called 
to become an evangelist. Aithough an invalid 
sbe obered tue call, and today is a strong, 
vigorous, and energetic woman. She is 
about 60 years old, has: a broad tore- 
bead, black hair and eyes, and is of 
medium hight. She has a pleasing and com- 
manding presence and a graceful bearme. 
Her theology is of the heroic order, without 
any taint of mugwumpry. Her redsoning is 
not powerful, nor ber iogic faultless, but her 
powers of persuasion are great, her earnest- 
ness convincing, and her sincerity beyond 
question. The meetings were commenced 
Saturday, June 6, but for a time they dragged. 
The evangelist says she never conducted a 

eeting where she contended with greater 

ficulties at the start, or where the indications 
gave as little promise. It was next to impos- 
sible to secure a tent. The attendance was 
light and the interest seemingly dead. 

Sbhe was not discouraged. Her faitn ap- 
peared to be of that quality which will remove 
mountains. The plain, unpretentious, and elo- 
quent preaching had its effect. The attend- 
apce increased. Her enthusiasm took hold of 
ber bearers. The fame and report of the wild 
scenes enacted spread among the people, and 
the attendance and interest were further mag- 
nified and muitiplied. Last Sunday witnessed 
the largest attendance up to date. The young 
converts are most enth@siastic and demonstra- 
tive. They crowd the space set apart for seekers 
after divine favor, and, with singing. shouting, 
sbrieking, and praying, gradually work them- 
selves into a wild frenzy. Their hands are up- 
lifted and their faces turned upward. Some 
shout and yell in the exuberance of their 
ecstasy; others plead, implore, and cry for the 
roiling away of their burdens. Thes 
at times is wild,. weird, and unearthly. The 
most nervous and excitable soon succumb and 
go “uuder the power.” They are stretched 
out in every corner and in every attitude. 
They become rigid, and their wide-open, star- 
ing eyes have a deathlike and unearthiy ex- 
pression, as though gazing upon scenes not 
presented to the eyes of mortals. 

Sunday night w.tnessed tne wildest and most 
extravagant scenes yet enacted. Such snout- 
ing, such jumping, such hballelujanhs, such de- 
lightful, promiscuous, and abandoned bugging 
of brothers and sisters in the Lord presented a 
scene the like of which has never before been 
witnessed in this country. It was a wild, un- 
restrained saturnalia of unbridled passion and 
emotion.

It is gratifymg, though embar- 
rdssing, to those who devote their time and 
inuch of their money to ustitutes and bomgs 
connected with the Young Women's Christian 
Association, that the difficulty is to find 
room for the multitudes of young women who 
wish to avail themselves of the advantages 
offered. It is heartbreaking to turn away ap- 
plicants. Those who belong to these homes 
appreciate the rest they find there quite as 
much as the social element. It was a wise 
thought, too, to arrange that the reading- 
rooms should be open Sunday and tea pro-

No class of young women seem to be for- 
gotten by the association; those empioged in 
the post and telegraph office, by private dress- 
mukers, in stores, day-workers in work-rooms 
and factories, and many others are cared for. 
And the kind thoughtfulness has extended to 
those empioyed in railway refresbment-rooms 
and restaurants. The atmosphere these young 
people live in is terribly trymg, and one can 
hardly imag‘ne the temptations and dangers 
by which these girls are surrounded all the 
day. Monthly packets are sent them, and dif- 
ferent ladies write them personal letters and 
try to visit them. Many gratefu! letters have 
been written in return. One young woman 
writes: ** We do indeed feel lonely and in need 
of a friend sometimes, and I shall be very 
pleased to think of you as one; we bave many 
temptations.” 

The association does not seek mainly to reach 
the good and steady giris, but offers advan- 
tages and help to those who do not belong to 
any church, and, perhaps, may not attend any 
place of worship. Sociai evenmgs are offered 
instead of the theatres, music-halils, and dan- 
Cing-shioons. No doubt, as Mr. Raskin saya, it 
is natural for young peaple to love dancing; 
but, in existing circumstances, the places 
where anprotected young women find that 
amusement are very dangerous. Young, un- 
merried women in the upper classes do not go 
alone to places of entertainment; and ail 
young women. of whatever station in life, need 
tender and circumspect care, sympathy, and 
somet advice in difficult circumstances. 
The Chri##ian Association for Young Women 
offers social gatherings at homes, teas, and 
games to the young, in place of doubtful 
pleasures that at first exhaust instead of 
recreate the mental and bodily powers.
